The Sugar Question 

The people of the United States 
.we now paying a sugar tax of 
about $50,000,000 per year on im- 
portation necessary to supply con- 
sumption in excess of what is pro- 
duced from home-grown sugar 
beets and from oane produced in 
Louisiana, Hawaii and Porto Rico. 
There is -a difference between the 
tax on raw and refined sugar 
which gives the'sugar trust an i 
due advantage, to that extent 
creasing the cost of sugar to the 
consumer without advantage to 
the treasury. The sugar trust 
magnates would be very glad to 
see the duty on raw sugar reduced 
aud th» duty on .lefined sugar 
maintained. Thn best root and 
cane sugar' producers, on the con- 
trary, are opposed to any reduc- 
tion of tax on raw sugar, because 
whatever cut should be made in 
the duty would bo tantamount to 
an equAl cut of the price. of their 
staple in the home market.
